Donna  reported  that  Athens-Clarke  County  will  be  sending  the  mobile  unit  to  several  counties 
to  provide  training  to  local  residents.  They  will  offer  computer  training  and  at  a later  time 
genealogy  labs  will  be  available.  These  labs  will  be  offered  on  Thursday  afternoons  in 
Winterville.  In  addition  near  the  Pinewoods  Branch  on  North  Avenue,  English  literacy  classes, 
and  Spanish  classes  will  be  available.  Also  Puppetry  Arts  will  be  offered  with  passes  to  Zoo 
Atlanta,  State  Parks,  etc. 


Athens  Library  will  have  the  dedication  for  the  new  addition  on  April  7, 2013  at  3:30  o’clock. 
This  will  be  the  100th  birthday  celebration  for  the  library.  On  Saturday,  April  6 from  10:00am 
to  1:00pm  a Family  Fun  day  will  be  offered  with  a petting  zoo  and  other  activities.  There  will 
be  several  new  computers  added  for  visitors  to  use.  Pictures  and  memorabilia  will  be 


accessible.  Athens-Clarke  Friends  of  the  Library  will  offer  engraved  bricks  for  $100.00  to  help 
offset  costs. 


The  proposed  budget  for  The  Winterville  Library  is  $18,000.  The  city  will  not  change  the 
library  allowance.

We 
are  hoping  to  get  exemptions  from  SPLOST.  The  legislature  would  have  increase  monies  to  the 
library. 

The  Royston  Library  is  on  tract  and  expected  to  open  in  October.  The  state  has  given  money 
for  the  new  building  and  there  will  be  many  new  rules  to  follow. 

New  officers  are  as  follows:  Carol,  Chair;  Dodd,  Vice-Chair;  Sheila,  Secretary;  FOWL  liaison, 
Ann,  and  Athens-Clarke-County  liaison,  Linda.  There  will  be  two  openings  next  spring  as  Ann 
and  Leita  will  rotate  off  the  board.

Upgrades  will  be 
made  from  Windows  XP  to  Windows  7.  For  the  fiscal  year  2015  the  budget  has  been  cut  to  $0/per  capita 
or  materials.  Reductions  have  also  been  made  in  systems  services  grant  to  $0. 

Linda  reported  on  her  meeting  with  ACC  Library  advisory  board.  Charles  Turner  from  Athens  Hall  of 
Fame  recommended  some  memorabilia  being  displayed  at  the  main  library.  This  will  be  put  before  the 
Pubhc  Re  ations  committee.  There  are  a few  glitches  in  the  HVAC  system  post  construction.  The 
interville  library  will  apply  for  a 50/50  grant  from  the  state  and  city  of  Winterville  for  a new  HVAC 
Clarke  FOWL  is  purchasing  a new  mobility  scooter  for  the  main  library.  Other  items  that  were  covered  at 
that  meeting  were  meeting  room  policies  and  public  information  display  policies. 

Ann  had  nothing  to  report  from  Winterville  FOWL. 

Christmas  party  is  planned  for  Thursday,  December  19  at  6:30  PM.  Dodd  will  lead  the  music.  Food  and 

dnnk  w,ll  be  provided  by  the  board.  The  book  will  be  "A  Creature  was  Stiring."  The  video  has  no,  been 
determined.
